“The unreliability of the German 
assurances regarding the so-called 
safe zone is shown by the reports 
of the crew of the Healdton and the 
crews of fishing boats. 

“For safety’s sake the Healdton 
chose the northern route. Wednesday 
evening at 8:15 o'clock a submarine 
suddenly made a treacherous attack. 
Without fully emerging and without 
a warning it fired two tor 
which hit the steamer amidships, so 
that the vessel, because of the dan- 
gerous character of her cargo and 
an explosion in the engine-room, 
caught fire. 


“The crew in three boats tried to 


leave the ship. Two sloops, with 
thirteen and seven men, respective- 
ly, succeeded in getting away, but 
the third, containing twenty-one 
men, capsized, and neafly all 
drowned. 

“The crew of a Dutch trawler 
which observed the fire from a great 
distance believed the glow to be that 
of the aurora borealis and did not 
go to the rescue. The next day, 
however, seeing a sloop under sail, 
they at once stopped fishing and 
steamed in the direction of the 
sloop, whose occupants were so ex- 
hausted that they were unable to 
maneuver their boat alongside the

trawler. The captain of the trawler| 


finally managed to approach the 
sloop and some of the Dutch fish- 
ermen jumped into the craft and 
brought it alongside of the trawl- 
er, where the shipwrecked men 
were taken on board, cared for a 
supplied with dry clothing.

After the attack the submarine 
at once submerged and disappeared 
without troubling over the lot of 
the shipwrecked sailors. 

“Among the crew of the Healdton 
were thirteen Americans, of whom 
six were rescued.” 

THE HAGUE VERSION. 
[BY ATLANTIC CABLS AND A PF.) 

THE HAGUE, March 23 (via Lon- 
don, 3:25 p.m.)—A second boat from 
the Healdton has been brought to 
Terschelling by a Dutch torpedo 
boat, with eight men, including one 
badly injured. One Dutchman had 
jumped overboard, losing his life. 
The third boat, containing nineteen 
men, was overturned when the ship 
capsized. All were drowned, making 
a total of twenty lives lost out of 
the crew of forty-one. Of the 
thirteen Americans on board only 
six were saved. Two Dutchmen also 
were among the victims, others of 
whom were Spaniards, Norwegians 
and a Finn. 

Detailed accounts of the sinking 
of the American steamer Healdton 
show that the vessel, after consiler- 
able delay at Halifax on her way 
to Rotterdam, proceeded to Bergen, 
Norway, where she receivei orders 
to resume the voyage !:>-*erdam. 

Nothing of especial huport hap- 
pened until Wednesday at abort 
8:15 p.m. Notwithstanding the elec- 
trically-illuminated words, “Heald- 
ton, New York,” between the masts, 
the vessel was bombarded suddenly 
by an invisible submarine which. 
first shot away the illuminated name 
and thereupon, without warning. 
twice torpedoeq the vessel. Fire 
at once, followed by an 
explosion in the machine room, and 
the crew immediately sought safety 
in the boats, not having a minute to 
dress or collect any of their belong- 


ings. 
All efforts to save the men in an 
overturned boat were fruitiess. Ac- 
to the captain of the Heald- 
ton, one of the torpedoes hit his 
vessel in the stern and the other 
amidships. 
WIRELESS OPERATOR SAVED. 
‘(BY A4 F. DAY WIRE.) 

PHILADELPHIA, March 33.— 
Herman Parker, the wireless opera- 
tor aboard the Healdton, was saved. 
according to a cablegram received 
here today by his father, William 
Parker. The message was dated 
Terschelling, Holland.

Thirteen American citizens were 
among the forty members of the 
crew of the Healdton. 

The tanker was unarmed, having 
left this port before President Wil- 
son authorized the navy to furnish 
guns and gunners to merchantmen.

After 
Germany had issued her notice of 
ruthless submarine warfare, 
Healdton picked up a wireless mes- 
sage off the coast of France or- 
dering her to return at once to Hali- 
fax and await orders. She arrived 
there about February 8 and remained 
until about February 28 when she 
sailed again for Rotterdam by way 
of the Shetiand Islands route, which 
is out of the submarine war zone 
established by Germany. 

The decision of the agents to have 
the Healdton avoid the danger zone 
and not call at Kirkwall for inspec- 
tion, caused the British authorities to 
put the ship and crew through a 
rigid examination at Halifax.

Took No Care to Avoid 
Killing the Crew. 


Any Aid to Man 
Left Adrift in Boats. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. . 

SOUTHAMPTON (via London) 
March 23, 6:45 p.m.-—Thirty-four 
survivors of the American tank 
steamer Illinois, which was sunk 
Sunday, March 18, twenty miles 
north of Alderney by a German sub- 
marine, arrived here today. Of the 
party sixteen are Americans, the 
others being Swedes and Spaniards. 
Capt. H. Iverson made the following 
statement: 

“We sailed on March 16. At 7:46 
a.m, on the 18th we sighted a sub- 
marine bearing down upon us from 
the southwest from a distance of 
approximately three miles. The sub- 
marine submerged and approached. 
About ten minutes later, the dis- 
tance then from us being about two 
miles, the submarine opened fire. 
Immediately after backing for two 
minutes, our vessel was stopped by 
the engineer on watch. The first 
shot went over our aerial and the 
second brought it down. The firing 
continued rapidly until the boats 
were well clear of the ship's side, 
‘when the shooting ceased. 

USED SHIP’S BOAT. 

“The submarine then came close 
by alongside the lifeboats and or- 
dered No. 1 boat to come alongside 
the submarine. Five of our men 
were ordered aboard his boat and 
he transferred five of his crew to 
the lifeboat, which was then pulled 
to the Illinois. These men then 
placed seven minute bombs along- 
side the chip and in the engine 
room, which exploded in due course. 
“Our five men were taken off the 
submarine and I asked the com- 
mander if he would tow us toward 
land. He replied: ‘I have no time.’ 
We then proceeded er sail and 
oars for Alderney an ten miles 
from it we were picked and taken 
in tow by two motorboats that had 
observed us and came to our as- 
sistance 


DID NOT RESIST. 
“The submarine commander took 
no measures for the safety of the 
crew and continued shelling until 
they were in their boats. The IIli- 
nois did not try to escape or re- 
sist. One man was injured by shell 
fire. The submarine had no 
showing when it first was observed. 
It was six and one-half hours after 
shelling the Illinois when the crew 
reached the harbor.”

RAILROADS ASK 
HIGHER RATES. 


Ask Commerce Commission to 
Grant Quick Action. 


Eastern Lines File Petition, 
Expect Others to Join. 


Say Immediate Raise Must be 
had to Avert Disaster. 


[BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, March 23.—Sev- 
eral of the country’s larger rallroads 
filed a petition with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission late today 
asking that they be permitted to in-

“Nothing is more essential to the 
welfare of the nation,“ said the 
statement, “than that the railroads 
should be in position to respond

THD PETITION. 

The petition in behalf of the car- 
riers north of the Ohio and Poto- 
mac rivers and east of the Missis- 
sippi follows: 

our petitioners, on behalf 
themselves and other carriers in of- 
ficial classification territory, repre- 
sent that they are sustaining and are 
threatened with enormous decreases 
in net operating income due to large 
increases in wages and in the cost of

SITUATION CANVASSED. 

The Président and his Cabinet dis- 
cussed the German situation with 
the greatest care during the usual 
Friday meeting this afternoon. 
There was sharp denunciation of the 
action of German submarines in 
sinking the American oil tanker 
Healdton, resulting in a loss of 


the Dutch steamer La Campine, 
with Americans on board. Both of 
these ships were destroyed outside 
the prohibited area and this fact 
served to emphasize the belief of 
officials that Germany has thrown 
aside all pretense of ragard for neu- 
tral rights and intends to run amuck 
upon the sea. It was realized by the 
President and his subordinates that 
there was nothing the United States 
could do beyond what it is doing. 
Germany has thrust a state of war 
upon this country. It is for Con- 
Fress to declare the existence of this 
condition. There is no intention, 
no desire to declare war upon Ger- 
many. The latter would prefer such 
action on our part. It would place 
us in the pestition being the ag- 
gressor. By deci the existence 
of a state of war the United States 
will place upon Germany the re- 
sponsibility she has deliberately in- 
curred. 
After the Cabinet meeting it was 
stated that this government intends 
to help the Allies in every possible 
way. The question of an alliance 
will be discussed with members of 
the Senate and leaders in the house. 
In that event there will be a work- 
ing agreement which will place the 
resources of this country at the dis- 
posal of the Allies and may lead to 
naval co-operation, even in Euro- 
pean waters Some of the High 
ranking naval officers are advising 
the dispatch of destroyers and mo- 
tor boats to English, French and 
Mediterranean waters for the pur- 
pose of helping to clea’ them of Ger- 
man submarines. The shipping 
board will expedite the construction 
of cargo boaté for the conveyance 
of supplies to England, France, Italy 
and Russia. Encouragement Will be 
lent to credits for the Allied Pow- 
era. In short, the United States ac- 
cording to the decision of the Pres- 
ident, will not sit supinely idie, It 
will prepare for effective and ag- 
gressive warfare and will put its 
plans into execution. 
QUESTION OF AN ARMY. 


The administration is going slow, 
however, in the matter of creating 
a large army. Recommendati 
will de made to Congress—universal 
military undoubtedly will 
be advised—but the President will 
await legal action by that body 
fore mobilizing the militia. Most 
of the Cabinet believe, however, that 
the United States should train a 
large army without delaf, not for 
the purpose of immediately dis- 
patching troops to Europe, but 
against the eventuality that they 
may be needed. So far asthe navy 
is concerned that must be recruited 
without delay up to the emergency 
number authorized, and, in addition, 
Congress will be asked to appropri- 
ate for probably 50,000 additional 
seamen. In order to provide sum. 
cient commissioned officers Secre- 
tary Daniels has assigned to active 


cers. Secretary Daniele will hold a 
conference with shipbuilders tomor- 
row for the purpose of urging them 
to construct naval destroyers with 
the utmost fapidity. If the Secre- 
tary has his way the destroyers’ con- 
tracts which are yet to be given will 
be completed within ten months 
From twenty-two to twenty-four 
months has been the customary pe- 
riod of copstruction for these craft.

For the first few months his thefts 
were regular, but not large.

Most of the money went with the 
Poolrooms in the city, touts spur- 
ring him on to greater bets. It was 
these men who branded him with 
the title of derision, battening on 
his madness, and spread the news 
of his folly by referring to him as 
“the betting fool of Broadway.” 

He is tall and slender, with a re- 
finement almost too nice, a cold and 
unemotional eye, one who would be 
called a nice, clean boy, but with a 
trace of cleverness almost sinister.
